Decision on court fines appealed 


by TOM GINNETTI 
An Illinois Appellate Court ruling 
that would reduce court fine revenue 
given to suburban municipalities is 
being appealed to the state’s Supreme 
Court. 
The ruling, issued June 24 in a case 
brought 
by Macon County Circuit 
Court Clerk John Curry against the 
City of Decatur, would change the 
way court fines are distributed, said 
Morgan Finlay, Cook County Circuit 
Court clerk. 
Court fines, collected when persons 
are found guilty of state vehicle code 
violations, are returned to the com­ 
munities where the arrest was made. 
THE NEW RULING calls for the 
fines to go to the prosecuting agency, 
usually the Cook County state's attor­ 
ney's office. 
Finlay has sent a letter to all subur­ 
ban Cook County mayors and village 
presidents advising them of the ruling 
and warning of the possible revenue 
loss if the appellate decision is up­ 
held. 
The case is under appeal to the 


state's high court under a ‘“certificate 
of importance” directive from the Ap­ 
pellate Court. The certificate means 
that a ‘‘significant question of law” is 
involved in the case, requiring the Su­ 
preme Court to hear the matter. 
The case is expected to be heard in 
November, a spokesman for the Su­ 
preme Court clerk said Friday. He 
said that until a final decision is hand­ 
ed down, the final distribution process 
will remain unchanged. 
PETER DEUEL, associate Cook 
County circuit court clerk, said the 
ruling could create “a threat to reve­ 
nue to the local communities. I would 
not call it a drastic threat, but it 
could be a problem.” 
Deuel said that until the ruling, 
statutes dealing with distribution of 
court fines were interpreted to define 
police departments as prosecutors of 
crimes and, therefore, the agencies 
entitled to collected fines. 
But the ruling said ‘‘prosecutors” 
should be literally interpreted to be 
those who handle the court prose­ 
cution. Deuel said. 


M o s t 
vehicle 
code 
violations 
charged by police are prosecuted by 
the state’s attorney’s office. Deuel 
said the ruling would allow fines to go 
to local municipalities if written au­ 
thority from the state’s attorney’s of­ 
fice has been given to municipal pros­ 
ecutors to handle cases. 
A SPOKESMAN for the state’s at­ 
torney’s office was unavailable for 
comment. 
Deuel said the ruling could create 
difficulty for the clerk’s office be­ 
cause fine distribution is comput­ 
erized ‘‘and predicated on who made 
the arrest.” 
Local officials differed Friday on 
how they think the ruling will affect 
communities if it is upheld. 
Des Plaines Mayor Charles Bolek 
said most of the city’s arrests, both 
state and local violations, are prose­ 
cuted by the city attorney. 
‘‘I really don’t anticipate this hav­ 
ing much of an effect on the amount 
of money we bring in,” he said. 
Des Plaines annually collects about

Senior auditors 
share interests 
in people, ideas

If Merle Willis, 77, an auditor on the 
Wheeling Township Board, and Liston 
Pennington, 66, an auditor on the Pal­ 
atine 
Township 
Board, 
exchanged 
places for a year, it is a good bet that 
each would be the perfect representa­ 
tive of the other. 
Although they never have met, the 
two senior representatives of township 
government have much in common — 
an interest in youth, a concern for se­ 
nior citizens, a quick wit and a desire 
to do something for a society they say 
has been pretty good to them. 
“ I’ve always been at least slightly 
interested 
in 
government,” 
Willis 
said. His record of eight years on the 
Wheeling Village Board, 16 years with 
the Wheeling Chamber of Commerce 
and 18 years as precinct captain for 
the Republican Party back up the 
claim. 
“ I FELT I HAD a chance to do 
something for the township,” Willis 
said. 
Born in 1899, Willis is a native of 
Hoopeston, 111. He said he moved to 
Wheeling when it had a population of 
about 700. 
He has watched Wheeling grow and 
was 
himself 
instrumental 
in 
its 
growth. 
“ I remember sitting up till midnight 
to get some farmers to let us annex 
the land along the south railroad 
tracks so we could develop it,” Willis 
said. 
B e s i d e s watching and helping 
Wheeling grow, Willis said he became 
interested in what would happen to 
the persons living there. His years of 
interest in the Village of Wheeling led 
him to run for the Wheeling Township 
Board. He now is serving his 12th con­ 
secutive year. 
He does not see himself as an older- 
and-wiser auditor, but rather as “rid­ 
ing with” new trends and ideas. 
“ LET’S NOT say I don’t make 
waves once in a while,” Willis said. 
His key concerns with Wheeling 
Township have been for youth and se­ 
nior citizens. 
“ I think we’ve done all we can for 
the seniors with our buses, outings, 
‘meals on wheels’ and other pro­ 
gram s,” he said. 


Despite his senior status, Willis is a 
representative to the township’s youth 
group. He said a lot of his time is 
spent listening to their problems and 
trying to find ways to help. 
“I’m especially 
concerned 
about 
dental care for the immigrant chil­ 
dren in Wheeling Township,” Willis 
said. “That to me seems very impor­ 
tant.” 
He even gives his close association 
with youth some of the credit for 
keeping him going. 
“IF YOU WALK with the young 
people, you begin to feel like ’em,” 
Willis said. 
“This town’s been very good to 
me,” Willis said. “I have no com­ 
plaints about Wheeling, Illinois. 
Liston Pennington, like Willis, is a 
man who doesn’t complain. He says 
his 48 years in the Chicago area have 
been a pleasure. 
“I owe society something because 
I’m a member thereof,” Pennington 
said. “We are our brothers’ keepers.” 
Perhaps that statement explains 
Pennington’s two-decade interest in 
Palatine Township politics. 


A NATIVE 
OF 
Maryland, 
Pen­ 
nington came to Chicago as an ac­ 
countant and auditor for the federal 
government. He lives with his wife of 
38 years in Rolling Meadows, where 
he served as justice of the peace from 
1957 to 1961. In 1961 he was elected 
Palatine Township supervisor but was 
defeated in a 1965 reelection bid. Pen­ 
nington now is in his third term on the 
Palatine Township Board of Auditors. 
“ I don’t feel as though I’m a senior 
citizen,” Pennington said. 
But his bushy, white beard and 
rounded figure make him a dead ring­ 
er for the most famous senior citizen 
of all — Santa Claus. Pennington said 
that’s why he grew the beard. 
“I was walking in a store one day 
and at least four children asked their 
mothers if I was Santa Claus,” he 
said. “I didn’t even have the beard 
then, but I weighed, oh, in the 300 
pounds range.” 
Pennington has slimmed down con­ 
siderably since then, but the beard 
still brings in plea after plea to play

Hist. 214 Board to vote 
on 1976-77 budget today 


A $48.2 million budget for the 1976- 
77 school year will be voted on by the 
High School Dist. 214 Board of Educa­ 
tion at 8 p.m. today at the adminis­ 
tration center, 799 W. Kensington Rd., 
Mount Prospect. 
The budget calls for a 7.07 per cent 
increase in expenditures from last 
year’s $45 million budget. 
The district anticipates receiving 
$46.1 million in revenue from property 
taxes, state aid and other sources, a 
16.25 per cent increase from last 
year’s $39.6 million revenue. 
The district expects to receive 10.2 
per cent more in state aid this year 
with $10.85 million anticipated com­ 
pared with $9.8 million received last 
year.

A $750,000 LOAN from the working 
cash fund to the building fund also 
will be used.

LOUIS, Miss., Ford 
stood on his 18-inch-high portable plat­ 
form and shouted, “Jerry Ford needs 
your help. Can you give it to me?” 


The crowd yelled, “Yes.” 
It was Ford’s second full day of 
campaigning in the South, Jimmy 
Carter’s strongest 
base. 
Saturday,

down the Mississippi River on a 
sternwheeler. 
Carter spent Sunday wooing voters 
in California and Oregon. He was in a 
Santa Ana, Calif, parade and then 
flew to Portland.

The Northwest suburbs have been pinpointed as a primary area 
for the relocation of inner-city families to the suburbs. “ We intend 
to contact landlords in all Cook County suburbs, particularly the 
Northwest suburban communities because these are good towns 
with good jobs,” says Henry Zuba of the Leadership Council for 
Metropolitan Open Communities. Zuba says 40 suburban landlords, 
many in the Northwest suburbs, have been asked to participate in 
the program. The council, in cooperation with the U.S. Dept, of 
Housing and Urban Development, is searching the suburbs for 
housing for low-income families in an effort to implement an April 
Supreme Court decision that said federal courts could order low- 
income housing in suburbs to relieve inner-city segregation.

Sept. 15. Edward A. Dahlberg, 1460 Fairlane Dr., was taken into 
custody by Hoffman Estates police Saturday for allegedly firing 
bullets into an empty apartment at 216 Grand Canyon Pkwy. He is 
charged with twro counts of criminal damage to property and one 
count of reckless conduct. Police recovered a 20-gauge shotgun 
and a .22-caliber rifle in the arrest. A 16-year-old Schaumburg 
youth has already been arrested in connection with the shooting. 
But he told police he only drove the car and did not participate in 
the actual firing of the gun. Det. Sgt. Ronald Sperandeo has said 
the shooting appeared to be drug-related, and that the two offen­ 
ders believed the apartment was still occupied. The former ten­ 
ants of the apartment had moved out only two days before the 
shooting. 


2nd bus for commuter run 


A second bus will be added beginning Wednesday to the 6 p.m. 
commuter bus run between the Arlington Heights train station and 
Buffalo Grove. A North Suburban Mass Transit District spokes­ 
man says the additional run will help alleviate overcrowding. The 
two buses w ill meet the 5:56 p.m. train at the Arlington Heights 
station.

The average Elk Grove Village family of four will pay 30 per 
cent more for water and sewage under a water rate hike proposal 
being considered by the village board.

$9.25. Under the proposed rates, the monthly charge for 9,000 gal­ 
lons would rise to $12.02. The rate schedule is designed to elim i­ 
nate the price break now offered high-volume users and to offer 
lower rates for users who conserve water. 


Cable TY near for Mount Prospect 


The door is open for cable television in Mount Prospect. The 
village board has adopted an ordinance that will allow interested 
firms to establish a cable television franchise in the village.

$100,000 in court fines, ncluding fines 
for city violations, which would not be 
affected by the ruling. 


RO LLING MEADOWS City Atty. 
Donald Rose said the state’s attor­ 
ney’s office prosecutes most of the 
city’s cases and said the new ruling 
could result in a loss of revenue for 
the city. 


The city received $42,196 in court 
fines during the last fiscal year, but 
Rose said he could not determine how 
much revenue might be lost because 
the figure represents the total for all 
cases, including local violations. 


Ernie Blomquist, Arlington Heights 
village prosecutor said the state’s at­ 
torney’s office gives all municipalities 
the right to prosecution authority, and 
the ruling will affect only commu­ 
nities that have refused the authority. 


Blomquist said he prosecutes most 
traffic offenses for the village. Arling­ 
ton Heights received $132,221 in col­ 
lected court fines in the last fiscal 
year. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Mgr. 
Dan Larson said the ruling ‘‘is grossly 
unfair to the communities that have 
to enforce the laws.” The village re­ 
ceives about $35,000 in court fines an­ 
nually. 


Larson said Police Chief Harry 
Walsh would meet with village prose­ 
cutor Ron Sandler to discuss the mat­ 
ter. 
Mount Prospect Village Mgr. Rob­ 
ert J. Eppley said he had forwarded 
Finlay’s letter to Village Atty. John J. 
Zimmerman for review. Eppley said 
he thought the ruling “ look* very un­ 
fair to the municipalities” because of 
the costs they incur for law enforce­ 
ment.

T H ERE IS A GOOD likelihood that 
both the Senate and House will pass 
bills before adjourning Saturday, said 
a legislative aide to U.S. Rep. Philip

House water diversion bill. 


Lake water diversion it part of om- 
nibius rivers and harbors legislation 
that includes more than IOO separate 
water projects. 
The diversion section would auth­ 
orize diverting up to 10,000 cubic feet 
per second of lake water during a 
5-year trial period provided that lake 
levels do not drop below average and 
there is no threat of flooding down­ 
stream. 
Barry Tucker, who has been con­ 
ducting public hearings on lake water 
requests for the state, said the addi­ 
tional water would have to be allo­ 
cated to special users because of the 
5-year trial period. 
‘‘Obviously we can’t create a condi­ 
tion of reliance on something that 
may not be there in five years,” he 
said. 
The “ extra” lake water could be al­ 


located to the Metropolitan Sanitary 
District, for example, for sewage dilu­ 
tion and various navigational uses. 
Using the water for sewage dilution 
would have two advantages for the 
Northwest suburbs. First, it would 
free more lake water for domestic 
users. And second, in five years’ time, 
the MSD is expected to have aerators 
at its sewage plants that will reduce 
its need for dilution water. 
LESS W ATER USED BY the sani­ 
tary district means more water for 
domestic users. 
Peter Bathwaite, Crane’s legislative 
aide, said increasing the lake water 
diversion, even for a 5-year trial peri­ 
od, may tip the balance of lake water 
use so that the suburbs can sell long­ 
term bonds to pay for lake water 
transmission lines. 
Passage of the rivers and harbors 
bill could “ go right down to the wire,” 
Bathwaite said. Two principal prob­ 
lems are the Saturday target date for 
Congress’ adjournment and U.S. Stat# 
Dept, concerns over Canadian objec­ 
tions to increased lake water diver­ 
sion. 
The House has not had public hear­ 
ings on water diversion since 1974. At 
the time Canada asserted that various 
treaties gave it veto power over any 
moves by the United States to take 
more water out of the Great Lakes.

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Syrians battle, capture hotel terrorists 


DAMASCUS, Syria (U P I) — Syrian 
troops stormed a downtown luxury ho­ 
tel Sunday and killed the leader of a 
pre-Palestinian terrorist group hold­ 
ing 90 hostages, Damascus Radio re­ 
ported. Four hostages died and four 
A m e r i c a n s in the group were 
wounded. 
Three other guerrillas were cap­ 
tured. 
The radio said three women and one 
man among the hostages died. and 34 
others were injured in the shootout. It 
was not clear whether they were slain 
in the initial guerrilla raid on the ho­ 


tel or were caught in a crossfire dur­ 
ing a fierce four-hour battle that fol­ 
lowed. 
Unconfirmed reports said several 
Syrian soldiers may also have died. 
Authorities refused to identify the 
foul* Americans, who were slightly 
wounded, except to say one was work­ 
ing for the Syrian government and the 
other was a journalist. 


(In New York, NBC said one of its 
newsmen, Charles Kestenbaum, was 
injured in the attack.) 
It was not immediately known if 


any other Americans besides the four 
wounded were taken hostage. 
The Syrian newrs agency said at the 
end of the fighting police outside the 
hotel had to push back an enraged 
mob trying to attack the surviving 
guerrillas. 
“ The masses gathered .. . and as 
police brought out the three murder­ 
ers they attacked them. The police 
had a very difficult time keeping the 
people from tearing tile trio into 
pieces,” the agency said.

three Palestinians, including its lead­ 
er, and an Iraqi national. 
Witnesses said the four attackers — 
one of them a woman — invaded the 
internationally known Semiramis ho­ 
tel shortly before dawn, shot and 
wounded the receptionist and a by­ 
stander and ran to the fifth floor, 
where they rounded up hostages. 
The receptionist alerted authorities 
and the hotel was soon ringed by 
heavily armed soldiers, who used lad­ 
ders mounted on fire trucks to reach 
the occupied floor. 
The guerrillas opened up with ma­ 


chineguns, rockets and grenades and 
the troops fired back and lobbed tear­ 
gas into the fifth-floor rooms, author­ 
ities said. 


They said the fighting lasted several 
hours and destroyed much of the hotel 
before the terrorists were captured. 
The wounded were taken to nearby 
hospitals where 16 were reported in 
serious condition. 


Authorities said they did not know 
the motive for the attack but a gov­ 
ernment announcement said the gun­ 
men confessed “ they belonged to the 


Fatah Palestinian guerrilla organiza­ 
tion.” 
Damascus sources said they were 
members of a previously unknown 
Palestinian 
group 
called 
“ Black 
June” — an apparent reference to the 
Syrian intervention in the Lebanese 
civil war three months ago on the side 
of the Christians against the Moslem- 
leftist-Palestinian alliance. 
The name resembles that of tile 
m i l i t a n t Palestinian organization 
“ Black September,” responsible for 
the Munich Olympic games massacre 
in 1972. 
Weekend airplane crashes kill 34

Five airplane crashes across the 
country killed at least 34 persons and 
hospitalized another half-dozen during 
the weekend. 
Four of the accidents occurred Sun­ 
day and involved a military tanker 
plane, an executive jet, a single-en­ 
gine aircraft and a stunt plane and 
accounted for 30 of the deaths. None 
of the crashes was related. 
In yet another mishap, S</turday 
night, four men were killed minutes 
after their twin-engine plane took off 
from a field near Kent, Wash. 
Authorities said an experimental 
plane crashed during an air show at 
the Shenandoah Valley Airport near 
Harrisonburg, Va., Sunday afternoon, 
killing a stunt man aboard. 
.An Air Force KC135 jet on a routine 


training mission smashed into a wood­ 
ed area and exploded near Alpena, 
Mich., Sunday. Authorities said they 
counted at least 15 bodies. Five other 
persons were hospitalized. 
There were no survivors in the oth­ 
er two Sunday crashes — a Grumman 
Gulf stream executive jet that went 
down 500 yards short of a resort hotel 
airfield near Hot Springs, Va., with ll 
persons aboard, and a small plane 
that plunged into the Illinois River at 
Peoria, 111., with its pilot and two pas­ 
sengers. 
Authorities declined to say what 
caused the Air Force plane, which 
carried five crewmen and 15 passen­ 
gers. to crash. The dead were found 
amid wreckage strewn along a half- 
mile long path through woods and 
swamp 12 miles south of Alpena. 


A witness, Elmer Liske, said he 
first saw' the plane as he glanced out 
the back window of his home at about 
7:30 a.m. CDT. 
“ All of a sudden,” he said, “ it went 
down and there was this big ex­ 
plosion. Then I seen these flames high 
in the air, and every few minutes 
something blew7 up.” 
An Air Force spokesman said the 
plane, attached to the 410th Bomb­ 
ardment wing at K.I. Sawyer Air 
Force Base, was on a “ routine train­ 
ing mission.” 
The National Transportation Safety 
Board said the Gulf stream, owned by 
Johnson & Johnson Corp., w?as making 
an instrument approach in bad weath­ 
er when it went down 500 miles short 
of Ingalls airfield. The plane was en 
route from Trenton, N .J., normally a 


50-minute flight. 
The Civil Air Patrol said rough ter­ 
rain wras hampering attempts to re­ 
cover the bodies. 
T h e s i n g I e-engine plane also 
crashed in rainy w7eather, authorities 
said. The craft plunged into the Illi­ 
nois River near a marina on the 
northeast edge of Peoria and shat­ 
tered.

Patty to testify against Harris pair 


OAKLAND, Calif. (U P I) — Patricia 
Hearst, beginning a 7-year sentence 
for robbing a bank with the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army, is expected 
to testify Monday before a grand jury 
about the roles of SLA members Wil­ 
liam and Em ily Harris in kidnaping 
her. 
Miss Hearst, sentenced Friday for 
the holdup that took place IO weeks 
after she was kidnaped, is scheduled 
to be the leadoff witness against the 
Harrises, who have pleaded innocent 
to a 19-count police complaint stem­ 
ming from her abduction Feb. 4, 1974. 
The 22-year-old newspaper heiress 
was to be brought to the Alameda 
County Courthouse here from

nearby, campus-like Federal Correc­ 
tional Institution in Pleasanton, where 
the U.S. Marshal's office said she 
would serve out her term. 
A grand jury indictment of the Har­ 
rises for tile kidnaping would elimi­ 
nate a preliminary hearing Oct. 7, 
where the accused couple would have

to 
cross-examine 
Miss 
Hearst, and move the case directly 
into Superior Court. The jury is ex­ 
pected to return the indictment. 
Hie Harrises already have been

Hearst, who still faces trial for taking 
part in those events with them and 
spraying the outside of a sporting 
goods store with tw7o machine guns. 
Miss Hearst, who testified at her 
trial that she was terrified of the Har­ 
rises and participated in the bank 
holdup on threat of death, has “ coop- 
e r a t e d 
fully” 
with 
government 
agencies in discussing her compan­ 
ions while a fugitive, U.S. District 
Judge William H. Orrick said in sen­ 
tencing her. 
William Harris allegedly has been 
named as one of the men who took 
her from the Berkeley apartment she 
shared with her former fiance, Steven 
Weed, and police said Miss Hearst 
identified Em ily Hams as driver of 
the getaway car. 
Although Miss Hearst is eligible for 
parole in 16 months, her sentence w7as 
described as “ unduly harsh” by one 
of her attorneys, Albert Johnson. He 
said it was “ not consistent with many 
of the recommendations made by the 
psychologists at the San Diego federal 
facility where she had been eval­ 
uated.” 
The heiress’ attorneys and law en­ 
forcement officials said the sentence 
might boomerang when it comes to 
using her as a witness in future cases 
against others.

Plait for Rhodesia conference 
Britain agrees to A friean demands

Britain Sunday agreed to demands 
by five black African presidents that 
it call an immediate constitutional 
conference on Rhodesia before estab­ 
lishment of an interim government to 
facilitate transfer of power to Rho­ 
desia's black majority. 


Prime Minister Ian Smith's white 
minority government criticized the 
black leaders’ “ total unreliability and 
untrustworthiness. ” 


“ The British government is pre­ 
pared to help organize a meeting or 
conference to consider the structure 
and functions of such a government, 
and will be ready to take the neces­ 
sary legislative action to establish it,” 
British 
Foreign 
Minister 
Anthony 
Crosland said in a statement . 


The statement did not say how soon 
or where the conference would be 
held, but Crosland later indicated it 
would be somewhere outside Rho­ 
desia. 


“ I believe tile more these matters 
are settled directly by the two parties, 
the better it will be for everyone,” 
said Crosland, in Blackpool for the 


opening of the Labor party's annual 
conference. 
The five “ frontline” black leaders 
meeting in Lusaka, Zambia, did not 
reject out of hand the U.S.-British 
plans Secretary of State Henry Kissin­ 
ger presented to Smith last week. But 
they said Smith's terms of acceptance 
that a new government would be 
created after consultations with Rho­ 
desia’s own black leaders would “ le­ 
galize the colonialist and racist struc­ 
tures of power.” 


The leaders at the Lusaka meeting, 
chaired by President Julius Nyerere 
of Tanzania, demanded that Rho­ 
desia's former ruler — Britain — im­ 
mediately convene a constitutional 
conference, to set up an interim bira­ 
cial government. 


“ I have seen the response of the Af­ 
rican presidents to Mr. Smith’s state­ 
ment. I share the view expressed in 
the communique that the first essen­ 
tial is to set up a transitional govern­ 
ment wrhich would carry Rhodesia 
through to majority rule,” Crosland’s 
statement said. 
South African Prime Minister John 
Voreter urged London “ to clear up the 


confusion” soon after the black presi­ 
dents’ partial rejection of the plans 
for black majority rule in Rhodesia in 
two years.

Kidnaped Florida socialite found safe

Jack McWilliams, 39, of Ocala, 
brother of Jaffa’s partner, Aubrey 
Ellis McWilliams, was taken into cus­ 
tody Saturday night at the Baker 
County Jail in nearby Macclenny, 
where he was spending weekends as 
part of a four-month jail sentence for 
a $150,000 fraud conviction in January 


in Los Angeles. 
McWilliams was charged with kid­ 
naping Mrs. Jaffa and demanding a 
$200,000 ransom, w’hich never w7as col- 
1 e c t e d . U.S. Magistrate Harvey 
Schlesinger set a preliminary hearing 
for Oct. 5 and ordered McWilliams 
held under a $750,000 bond.

3 killed iii plane 
crash near Peoria 


A single-engine plane crashed into the Illinois River near a ma­ 
rina at the northeast edge of Peoria Sunday in rainy weather, 
killing all three occupants, Illinois State police said. Investigators 
said the plane shattered on impact with the water and the wreck­ 
age was mostly submerged. Part of the fuselage protruded three 
or four feet out of the water. Authorities recovered the body of a 
woman and divers searched for the bodies of two other victims 
believed to have been thrown from the aircraft when it hit the 
water. Identities of the victims were not known. 
The crash occurred about 300 yards from shore near the Wood- 
ford-Tazewell county line on the east side of the river shortly 
before noon. The body of the woman was taken to the Peoria 
County side of the river. The plane was believed to have departed 
Mount Hawley Airport near Peoria shortly before the crash. Fish­ 
ermen reported the accident to State Police, but they were unable 
to get to the plane to help the victims. A Coast Guard rescue boat 
arrived at the scene a short time later. 


Test urged for pregnant mothers 


All pregnant women past the age of 35 face a high risk of 
mongoloid births and should be offered a test to determine wheth­ 
er their child will be normal, medical researchers reported in 
Chicago Sunday following a five-year study. The test also should 
be given to expectant mothers of all ages who are Rh-negative, 
diabetic, have high blood pressure, or have a family history of 
defective children, according to the report published in this week s 
issue of the Journal of the American Medical Assn. 
The test is known as amniocentesis. It is a highly accurate and 
safe procedure for both the mother and the unborn child, the 
researchers for the National Institute of Child and Human Devel­ 
opment in Bethesda, Md., said. Amniocentesis involves the extrac­ 
tion and analysis of fluid from the sac surrounding the fetus inside 
the pregnant woman. The test can predict many potential ab­ 
normalities and also can detect the sex of the baby some months 
before birth. 
The institute’s report said the test “served to provide reas­ 
surance, assistance in having normal children, and, in numerous 
instances, avoidance of abortion.” Of 1,040 women who underwent 
the test during the study period, more than 95 per cent were 
reassured that there was no abnormality in the fetus, the re­ 
searchers said. Another 39 women learned that their child would 
be seriously deformed and elected to have abortions. 


S om e m edics risk financial ruin 


A management consultant has warned doctors who are “going 
bare,” or practicing without costly medical malpractice insurance, 
they are risking complete financial ruin. “Going bare” is a good 
idea “only for the very few toughminded individuals who can live 
with the possibility of losing everything they’ve acquired in a 
lifetime of practice, plus a good chunk of their future earnings,” 
W. Fred Mangan was quoted as saying in this week's issue of the 
American Medical News. 
The newspaper, published weekly in Chicago by the American 
Medical Assn., recently published a survey indicating that 35 per 
cent of physician respondents were thinking of dropping malprac­ 
tice coverage while 13 per cent said they are already without 
malpractice insurance. The cost of malpractice insurance has 
soared in the last few’ years. But Mangan, head of a Michigan 
management consultant firm, said that if a doctor drops his mal­ 
practice insurance, the only way he can keep from losing his 
assets in a future malpractice action is not to have any assets to 
lose. 
He must give them away, completely and irrevocably, with the 
doctor retaining no control, Mangan said. If the doctor has no 
insurance and few assets to pay a malpractice judgment, the 
plaintiff’s lawyer probably will obtain a court order attaching fu­ 
ture earnings. Medicare, Medicaid, Blue Shield and insurance 
companies could be ordered to send checks to the plaintiff rather 
than the doctor, the doctor’s bank accounts could be attached, and 
the plaintiff even could have someone sit in the doctor's office and 
collect all money paid by patients. 


Midlothian leachers reach accord

ers. Other teacher strikes in Illinois continued in the Chicago sub­ 
urbs of Skokie and Bensenville.

Chinese authorities announced a 
short time earlier that National Day 
celebrations scheduled

would be canceled for the first time 
since Mao proclaimed the founding of 
the People’s Republic of China 27 
years ago. 
Although formal mourning for Mao 
ended with his funeral, by tradition

The federal government, under an 
obscure Army program, sold $13 mil­ 
lion in handguns and rifles to mem­ 
bers of the National Rifle Assn. at dis­ 
count prices, a new government re­ 
port shows. 
A General Accounting Office report, 
scheduled for release today, reports 
700.000 rifles and handguns have been 
sold since the late 1950s at prices dis­ 
counted between 25 and 30 per cent. 
The report was prepared for U.S. 
Rep. Abner J. Mikva, D-lOth, a propo­ 
nent of federal legislation restricting 
the sale, manufacture and u$e of 
handguns. 
IN RELEASING the report, Mikva 
called for an end to the program. He 


said sales have included more than 
159,000 handguns. 
“Even more disturbing is that the 
program 
actually encouraged 
the 
proliferation of handguns by offering 
them at cut-rate prices,” Mikva said.

\ umber of poor rises 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The num­ 
ber of poor people in the United States 
increased by a dramatic 2.5 million in 
1975, the Census Bureau reports. 
The sharp rise — from 11.3 per cent 
of the population in 1974 to 12.3 per 
cent last year — was the largest over 
a single year since the government 
began keeping such statistics in 1959. 
It was attributed largely to the high 
level of long-term unemployment and 
the recession from which the economy 
has not fully recovered. 
The bureau, in its annual income re­ 
port released this weekend, said a to­ 
tal 25.88 million persons in America 
had incomes below the poverty line 
last year. The poverty standard, 
which is adjusted each year for in­ 
flation, was $5,500 for a nonfarm fam­ 


ily of four in 1975. 
THE INCREASE was “quite per­ 
vasive” among various groups in the 
population, the bureau said. Figures 
showed some large increases were 
among whites, families with a male 
head and those who are not elderly. 
The Census Bureau said the median 
family income rose to $13,719 last 
year, up $317 or 6.3 per cent, from the 
median in 1974. Inflation cut the real 
purchasing power of the typical fami­ 
ly by 2.6 per cent. 
Median family income was $14,268 
among whites, $8,779 among blacks 
and $17,163 among all families in 
which the head of the household wras a 
year-round, full-time worker. 
Only 14.1 per cent of all families 
had incomes above $25,000. 


Schaumburg eyes $14 million plan 


A $14 million development of 216 
townhouses and a shopping center 
with space for small stores and of­ 
fices is being proposed for Schaum­ 
burg by The Hoffman Group Inc. 
The development, called Colony 
Lake, is proposed for a 60.8-acre site 
between Golf and Bode roads a half 
mile west of the Higgins-Golf inter­ 
section. 
The company received 
approval 
from Schaumburg in 1971 to build a 
development of 723 units, including 
apartments, townhouses and quadro- 
miniums. However, William E. Griffin 
Jr., vice president of engineering for 


The Hoffman Group, said the com­ 
pany now plans only the smaller de­ 
velopment for the site. 
The townhouses in the Colony Lake 
development will range from 1,089 to 
1.796 square feet in size with one-and 
two-car garages. Prices will range 
from $37,500 to $47,300. 
The townhouses will be divided 
equally between two and three bed­ 
rooms. The development is projected 
to have about IOO elementary school- 
age children, said company officials. 
The village of Schaumburg will 
have to approve the new plans before 
the development can be started.

Residents

Heights Park District will be 
asked on Saturday to approve a 
two-part referendum for the de­ 
velopment of new parks and im­ 
provements at several existing 
facilities. 


The first proposition woald au­ 
thorize the district to develop 
the Arlington Lakes Golf Course 
on land donated to the district 
by the United States govern­ 
ment. 
Dedication of that land culmi­ 
nated more than a decade of ef­ 
forts by local citizens to get the 
Army to give up part of its for­ 
mer Nike Missile site at Central 
and Wilke roads. 


The second proposition would 
permit development of neighbor­ 
hood parks on sites presently 
owned by the district in North­ 
gate. Ivy Hill and Surrey Ridge 
subdivisions. It also would au­ 
thorize construction of new out­ 
door tennis courts; lighting for 


existing tennis courts and ball 
fields 
to 
permit 
fuller 
utili­ 
zation: 
remodeling 
of 
field- 
houses at Recreation and Has- 
brook parks and the bathhouse 
at Pioneer Park: and an addi­ 
tion to the Heritage Park bath­ 
house. 


We believe the park district 
has wisely and conservatively 
prepared 
these 
development 
plans, and we urge voters to ap­ 
prove them. 


Total price tag is $2.8 million. 
The Arlington Lakes Golf Course 
development cost is $1.5 million

Douglas: A man matched by few 


Paul Howard Douglas, noble, 
proud and wise warrior of Illi­ 
nois. is dead at age 84. 
He started life as a poor boy at 
the edge of wilderness in north­ 
ern 
Maine, 
worked 
his 
way 
through school and rose to a pro­ 
fessorship in economics at the 
University of Chicago. 
He first entered politics 
in 
1939. when he won election as a 
Chicago alderman. 
At the start of World War II in 
1942, at the age of 50 he enlisted 
as a private in the Marine Corps 
and rose to the rank of Lieuten­ 
ant 
Colonel. 
He 
was 
twice 
wounded in combat. 


Douglas was elected as a U.S. 
Senator from Illinois on a “ blue 
ribbon” ticket in 1948. For 18 
years he achieved national stat­ 
ure as a legislator with uncom­ 
mon conscience, a unique sense 
of purpose and unquestioned in­ 
tegrity. 
To his role as senator, he 
brought rare insight, sensitivity 
and understanding — qualities 
which earned him tile respect 
and affection of his Illinois con­ 
stituents as well as of all the na­ 
tion’s “little people” for whom 
he became advocate and crusa­ 
der. 
His 
Senate career was 
marked by gallant and unremit­ 


ting efforts at reform, and he 
emerged as a voice for the 
“voiceless,” the champion of the 
common man. 
Although he was never invited 
to that inner circle of the Senate 
which 
is 
called 
The 
Estab­ 
lishment, his name is associated 
with more constructive legisla­ 
tion than most of those who 
dwell in the inner sanctum. This 
was because of his independence 
and not in spite of it. 
As a senator, Doulas fought 
valiant and lonely battles with 
courage, compassion and con­ 
viction. These included fights for 
civil rights, consumer protec-

About 9:02 p.m. Thursday things began to get restless, President 
Gerald R. Ford and Democrat Jimmy Carter were starting to 
repeat themselves. 


The group of Herald reporters, assembled to do a rapid, post 
debate poll, began getting impatient. The debate was not holding 
their attention. 


The observation is not profound, but it does suggest that some 
consideration might be given to shortening the debates in the fu­ 
ture. Ninety minutes, especially with an added 27 minutes to allow 
the Network of the Olympics to unsnarl its technical gremlins, was 
just too long.

Speaking of tuning-in, The Herald’s copyrighted post debate poll 
showed that a notable 71.5 per cent of the residents of this area 
watched some portion of the debate between the President and the 
former Georgia governor. It suggests a high level of interest in 
tuning into the debate. 
* 


The poll, which obtained comments from 274 persons immediately 
after the debate concluded, also showed that 50 per cent of the 
persons who did not watch the debate said they were undecided 
about a presidential preference. 


Comparably, 28.6 per cent of those who watched the action said 
they were undecided. 


Those two numbers suggest that undecided people really did not 
want to use the debate to help them make up their minds. It might 
also be argued that these are the people who don’t care anyway. 


That might be true, but nearly as many of the undecided non- 
watchers are registered to vote as the watchers. 


Another interesting statistic from the poll was that Ford and 
Carter both slipped slightly in eyes of the voters. 


While the respondents said Ford won the debate by a 36.7 per 
cent to 18.9 per cent margin and Carter support from the undecided 
ranks, the largest group of respondents came in the categories of 
"don’t know who wron the debate” or rated the showdown even. 


‘‘Evens” accounted for 21.9 per cent w-hile “don’t knows” added 
up to 20.9 per cent. Combined the groups outpointed Ford.

Looking at the poll in a slightly different light, Ford failed to 
garner as much support as either Richard Nixon or U.S. Rep. 
Philip M. Crane, R-12th, did in the 1972 general election. 
The former president received a landslide 71 per cent on the 
vote four years ago, while Crane got 61 per cent . . . The poll gave 
Ford about 47.9 per cent. 
Carter's 23.5 per cent in The Herald poll was also lower than the 
vote totals achieved by either U.S. Sen. George McGovern, 29 per 
cent, and Betty Spence, 39 per cent, in the 1972 election. 
Statistically at least, it appears there have been no riiajor gains 
in the area by the Democratic party. If the 28.6 per cent undecided 
group were split between the two candidates, Republicans will 
continue to dominate the area. 
The conclusion does not tend to bode well for Democratic candi­ 
dates like Edwin L. Frank, who is running against Crane or Mi­ 
chael Smith who is trying to unseat State Sen. David J. Regner, 
R-Mount Prospect in the 3rd Legislative District.

Tire Herald poll also indicated that Carter lost about IO per cent 
of his support among those who did not view the debate. The 
question of his comments to Playboy magazine about lust, etc. and 
his remarks about former President Lyndon Johnson may have 
caused him to slip in the polls. Plain numbers do not offer rea­ 
sons, but safe assumptions suggest that Carter may have been too 
candid. 
Finally, it appears the President has some hidden support in the 
area. While 44.4 per cent said they would vote for him on the night 
of the debate, only 36.7 per cent said they thought he won the 
debate. 
It appears that slightly more than seven per cent of his backers 
were not bothered by the fact that he either lost or came out even 
with the Democrat.

Adoptions slow 
from 1970 peak 


The number of children being adopted — particularly white chil­ 
dren — has declined since 1970 despite a good attitude by Ameri­ 
cans toward adoptions, the National Center for Health Statistics 
has reported. 
» 
The report said U.S. adoptions increased in number annually 
from the 1950s to a peak of 175,000 in 1970. But they declined by 
1973 to 149,000. 
A slowdown in the rate of white adoptions caused the overall 
drop, it said. Other adoptions “have continued tile upward trend of 
the ’50s and ’60s.” 
“The decline in white adoptions since 1970 appears to be a com­ 
bination of more white mothers keeping their illegitimate babies 
rather than putting them up for adoption . . . and a leveling off of 
illegitimate births since 1970,” the report said. 


THE NATIONAL center for Health Statistics, a unit of the 
Health, Education and Welfare Department, said its report con­ 
tained new information “that greatly extends our knowledge of 
who adopts.” 
More than half the respondents in one public opinion poll cited in 
the report indicated they would consider adopting a child if they 
already had two children and wanted a larger family. 
In another survey, married women who expected to have addi­ 
tional children were asked: “If it should turn out that you and 
your husband are not able to have (the one more child, or all the 
children) you expect, would you adopt a child?” 
Forty-eight per cent said “yes,” 34 per cent “maybe” and 18 per 
cent “no.” 


ALMOST HALF the white women and one-third of the black 
women said they would consider adoption. 
“Both races show every high acceptance of adoption, especially 
in relationship to the proportion who actually adopt,” the report 
said. 
In practice only four per cent of women aged 40-44 when child­ 
bearing generally is completed, had adopted children, it noted. 
College graduates, women who were homemakers rather than 
workers outside the home, and women in high-income family 
groups were most likely to adopt children, the survey showed.

Cancer risk in chemicals may offset flammability protection

Bright-eyed babes, now protected 
by flame-retardant sleepwear, may 
face a different risk if their pajamas 
are made of fabric under fire from 
scientists and government. 
Some scientists think there is evi­ 
dence to support a link between can­ 
cer and the chemicals applied to 
make 
some 
children’s 
sleepwear 
flame-resistant. But results won’t be 
in for another year. 
According to University of Califor­ 
nia biochemist Bruce N. Ames, whose 
research started a furor last spring, 
the flame retardant, tris (2.3-dibr- 
omopropyl) 
phosphate, 
popularly 
known as Tris, is close in structure to 
ethylene dibromide which has long 
been known to cause cancer. 
TRIS IS APPLIED to IOO per cent 
cotton and polyester fabrics to meet 
the Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission’s regulations mandating that 
all children’s sleepwear in sizes 0 to 
14 be flame-retardant. Due to the re­ 
duction in burn incidents among chil­ 
dren who had worn treated sleeDwear, 
the commission is now considering 
that all clothing in all sizes be flame- 
retardant. 
The attack on flammable fabrics be­ 
gan over 20 years ago. During the 
1940s. a number of children wearing 
cowboy suits with highly flammable 


chaps were tragically burned and 
women wearing “ torch” sweaters of 
flammable brushed rayon suffered 
burn injuries. 
So state governments began draft­ 
ing flammability standards, and in re­ 
sponse 
to 
the 
need 
for 
uniform 
flammability standards, Congress in 
1953, passed the Flammable Fabrics 
Act. Despite the Act, bum injuries 
continued 
and 
Congress passed 
a 
flammability amendment in 1967. 
THE STANDARD for the flamma­ 
bility of children’s sleepwear became 
effective July 29, 1972. It requires that 
the seamed area of the garment, as 
well as the garment trim and fabric, 
pass the flammability test. Garment 
seams are tested because some sleep­ 
wear fabrics which pass the test 
(burn less than seven inches after 
being aflame for three seconds) can 
be sewn so that the seamed area fails 
the test. 
For example, use of nylon thread is 
more likely to comply with regu­ 
lations than use of cotton thread. 
The test and regulations are strict 
in children’s sleepwear because the 
government’s Fire Technology Divi­ 
sion reports that children five years 
and younger are involved in acciden­ 
tal fires three times as frequently as 
the average for all ages. 
THE DIVISION said one-third of 


young 
children’s 
accidents 
involve 
sleepwear. 
And 
until 
the 
attack 
against Tris began, dangers caused 
by children’s sleepwear seemed on 
the decline. 
Approximately one of every two 
flame-retardant children’s pajamas is 
treated 
with 
Tris. 
The Consumer 
Product Safety Commission was peti­ 
tioned last spring to determine wheth­ 
er a danger exists with the use of 
Tris, but a spokesman said that the 
studies won’t be finished until Febru­ 
ary. 
T h e 
National 
Cancer Institute, 
which began studying the effects of 
Tris several years ago, reports its 
project won’t be completed until next 
September. 
THE COMMISSION’S study involves 
skin-painting on rabbits and stomach 
tubing on rats and mice. The in­ 
stitute’s research involves an exten- 
sivs animal lifetime study. Results 
from both types of 
research 
are 
needed before the alleged dangers can 
be assessed. 
Fred ShiDpee. technical services di­ 
rector at the American Apparel Man­ 
ufacturers Assn., quoted in a recent 
Women’s Wear Daily article, cited a 
Michigan chemical report that a thou­ 
sandfold increase in the amount of 
Tris

available 
would

needed to endanger a child sucking on 


a pajama sleeve. The report also 
noted that it is virtually impossible to 
prove any product absolutely harm­ 
less, he said. 
Some

Penney’s and Sears) have cut down 
or ceased buying Tris-treated pa­ 
jamas for 1977, Shippee said. How­ 
ever, area Sears and Penney’s stores 
still have Tris-treated pajamas in 
stock and on their shelves.

Not all children’s clothing is flame- 
retardant by government standards. 
But that doesn’t mean that all fabrics 
are equally dangerous, said Lynn Bre- 
demeyer, University of Illinois Exten­ 
sion home economist at Rolling Mead­ 
ows. 
“The type of fiber plays an impor­ 
tant role,” said Mrs. Bredemeyer, 
who specializes in textiles and cloth­ 
ing. “Cellulose based fibers like cot­ 
ton, linen and rayon are more flam­ 
mable than many manmade acrylics 
and wool is naturally inflammable.” 
Also, some fabrics may not “flame

Sleepwear containing these inher­ 
ently flame-resistant fibers such as 
Cordelan (matrix), SEF, Kanecaron 
and Leavil is clearly labeled and 
readily available in area retail de­ 
partment and discount stores. 
“That type of flame resistance can’t 
be washed out,” Mrs. Bredemeyer ex­ 
plained. “And, anyway, the whole 
thing about cancer and flame-proofed 
pajamas is so iffy.” 


“feed” a flame and increase the dan­ 
ger of injury, she said. 
If flame-retardant fabrics or cloth­ 
ing is purchased, she stressed the 
need for proper laundering to main­ 
tain its effectiveness. 
Fabrics made from fibers which 
had flame-retardant chemicals added 
are inherently stable and need only 
machine washing in warm water with 
detergent. Fabrics with applied chem­ 
icals after the fiber is made are usu­ 
ally labeled “Machine wash warm — 
use phosphate detergent — or use 
non-phosphate heavy-duty liquid de­ 
tergent.”

Soft, drapable fabic needed for cowl neckline 


Dear Eunice, 
I just completed a long dress with a 
cowl or draped neckline. The picture 
on the pattern looked so graceful and 
soft. However, the neckline on my 
dress is stiff and doesn’t fall into 
folds. Should this have been cut on the 
bias? — Nancy T. 


Dear Nancy, 
, 
The cowl neckline, which is really a 
draped neckline and so very popular 
today, must be made of soft drapable 
fabric or you will lose the effect. I 
imagine the fabric you used was stiff 
instead of soft and flexible. Any fabric 
will drape more easily if it is cut on 
the bias. However, some patterns 
don’t require this. 
It’s a good idea to check the kinds 
of fabrics recommended for any par­ 
ticular pattern on the back of the pat­ 
tern envelope to be sure you have se­ 
lected suitable fabric.

“This tip has helped me with the 
problem of school clothes for children. 
When children start school, the weath­ 
er is still warm and short sleeves are 


in order. When cooler weather comes, 
they need long sleeves. Purchase a 
little extra fabric for shirts, insert the 
short sleeves, later, remove and add 
the long sleeves. Incidentally, I make 
the long sleeves immediately and 
keep them in the laundry room. They 
are washed each time with the shirt, 
and therefore, don’t change color.” 


Dear Eunice Farmer, 
My daughter plans to be married 
next summer. However, she wants to 
start working on her wedding gown 
now. She has seen the fabric she’d 
like to use. It’s called “tablecloth 
lace.” It’s washable and made of pol­ 
yester. Do you think this will work 
and how should the lining be applied? 
Also, would she use a lace veil? 
Please answer our questions now so 
that we can go ahead with the pur­ 
chase while the fabric is still avail­ 
able. — Mrs. M.S. 


Dear Mrs. M.S. 
I’m sure the washable lace you are 
referring to will work beautifully for 
the wedding gown. Usually, a com­ 
plete lace gown doesn’t need any en­ 
hancement on the veil. I would sug­ 
gest you keep it as simple as possible 
so as not to distract from the gown. 


Many lace gowns have the bodice 
only underlined. This means the bod­ 
ice and the lining would be basted to­ 
gether and constructed as one piece of 
fabric. However, the skirt is usually 
more beautiful if you make the lace 
and the lining separate. 


When finishing seams of lace fabric, 
there are several ways of construc­ 
tion. I usually suggest stitching a sec­ 
ond row of machine stitching about 
one-fourth inch from the seamline (do 
not open seams), then you can cut the 
raw edges fairly close to the second 
stitching. The seam will appear very 
narrow and will not be noticeable. 
You may use french seams if you pre­ 
fer. 


When making the lining for the 
skirt, attach it to the bodice seam at 
the waist or at the Empire line and 
let it hang free from the skirt. If you 
wish both the lining and the lace to 
stand out a little, apply narrow hair 
braid to the hem of each. Wedding 
gowns take more time to make than 
most people realize. Your daughter is 
wise to begin now.

Dear Eunice Farmer, 
I am in tears over a jersey dress I 
am making. I’ve done everything you 
have suggested, a ball-point needle, 
polyester thread, and still my seams 
pucker. Have you any suggestions? 
— Mrs. Barbara M. 


Dear Barbara, 
It is so difficult to answer this ques­ 
tion without actually seeing the fab­ 
ric. However, there are still several 
areas to be checked. Be sure you 
aren’t stitching with too small a 
stitch. I recommend IO to 12 stitches 
per inch. 
Lastly, some sewing machines will 


simply not stitch these knits. Although 
with careful adjustments, I must say 
that most of them can be constructed 
with just about any machine. Ifs al­ 
ways best to make a sample stitching 
on a scrap of fabric before proceeding 
with your garment. 
A good point to remember, girls, if 
you are in the market for a new sew­ 
ing machine because yours wasn’t de­ 
signed for today’s fabrics, be sure to 
take some of these “difficult to sew” 
fabrics with you when you check out 
any of the new machines. You want to 
be sure the machine you select will 
actually be able to handle any of 
these difficult knits that are sure to be 
with us the rest of our lives. 
Too many women watch a sewing 
machine demonstration done on a 
piece of muslin which simply shows 
all the decorative stitches. Remem­ 
ber, most of our stitching is good old 
straight stitching, not the decorative 
stitches. You want to be sure your 
machine will handle all fabrics well 
without changing the tension control.

Changing diet may 


help kidney problem 


I have a low renal threshold. My doctor said it was nothing to 
worry about and there was no diet to control it. My kidneys just 
don’t absorb sugar and it shows up in my urine. Everytime I go 
for a physical, I’m sent for blood tests to see if I’m a diabetic. 


My problem is I get a lot of headaches. I feel so miserable with 
them that I have to lie down. I have had a bladder infection and a 
few other infections. I also get tired very easily. I constantly have 
to go to the bathroom. Would losing so much sugar constantly 
cause my problems? Also is there more about low' renal threshold 
than I know? 


You have a rare disorder. In the normal kidney the blood glu­ 
cose is first filtered out in the plasma inside the kidney then 
reabsorbed with the water and minerals that the body will retaih. 
The kidney will reabsorb the glucose as long as the level in the 
blood does not exceed about 170 (milligrams per cent). Above 
these levels the sugar is not reabsorbed and is spilled out in the 
urine. 


In diabetes the blood glucose often exceeds 170 causing a posi­ 
tive urine test. Because of this association, sugar in the urine 
automatically requires a check to be sure the person is not diabet­ 
ic. That is why you get a blood test everytime your urine is tested. 


In your case your threshold is lower, which means you spill 
glucose into the urine when the blood level is below the usual 17ft 
threshold. How important this is in your case depends upon what 
the threshold really is. If the threshold is too low, it is one way to 
cause true hypoglycemia (low' blood sugar). 


Hypoglycemia can cause headaches and fatigue. There would be 
no harm in trying a few' experiments on yourself to see what 
benefit you can derive from changing your diet. Why not try eat­ 
ing a diet that contains more protein and even fat w'hile eliminat­ 
ing the concentrated sweets and starches? Bulk cereal would be 
all right. You should still eat fresh fruits and vegetables. Avoid 
sweet liquids like the plague. Eating more frequently in smaller 
amounts may help you. 


An infection of any type can cause headaches and fatigue, too. 
Bladder infections may be more common with sugar in the urine. 
The frequency you experience may also be due to a bladder in­ 
fection, but if you are really losing lots of glucose, you will need to 
drink more w'ater and thus experience this difficulty. You would 
have the same problem the diabetic has. The kidney needs to 
dilute the glucose for elimination so excess water Is taken from 
the body. 


I would recommend that you have a more detailed discussion 
with your doctor and find out just how low your threshold is. He 
may need to take special tests to find out. Your blood glucose level 
will give him a fairly good idea. It would be wise to measure the 
amount of glucose you are losing in a 24-hour period with your 
present living patterns.

Ask Andy 
BROTHER JUNIPER 
Ladybugs9 spots distinguish types 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brit­ 
annica'* 1976 Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Andrea Arrigoni, 12, of 
St. Paul, Minn., for her question: 
DO 
THE 
DOTS ON 
LADYBUGS 
STAND FOR HOW OLD THEY A RE? 
People that know horses can tell 
their approximate age by looking at 
their teeth. Gray hairs on a dog’s 
muzzle reveal that the dog is growing 
old. But the spots on a ladybug have 
nothing to do with its age. There are 
about 350 different kinds of ladybugs 
living in North America, and the spots 
are a big help in telling which one is 
which. 
The ladybug, or ladybird, beetles 
are a well-known group of insects that 
look somewhat like tiny polished but­ 
tons. The ones we notice most are 
shiny red with black dots. There are 
others, however, that wear bright or­ 
ange, basic brown or yellow coats. 
And most of them have the fam iliar 
dots on their backs. 
The ladybug begins life as a tiny, 
sticky yellow egg deposited on a leaf 
or stem. The females begin laying 
eggs in early spring, and well-fed la­ 
dybugs may continue laying eggs for 
a month or so. The number of eggs in 
a cluster depends on the species, but

one thing is certain, as the eggs hatch 
the first concern of the larvae is food. 
And one of their favorite foods is our 
old garden pest — the aphid. 


At first the tiny ladybug larvae are 
so small that they are almost invis­ 
ible. In appearance they look nothing 
like their pretty parents, but more 
like tiny six-legged alligators. Often 
they are brownish-gray and spotted or 
banded with bright colors. Each hun­ 
gry larva consumes aphids and other 
insects at a prodigious rate, and as 
they eat they grow. 


After gorging themselves for about 
three weeks each larva forms a case 
around itself. The larva has com­ 
pleted its part of the life cycle, and 
now it is time for the changes to take 
place that produce the adult. This pe­ 
riod of the ladybugs life is called the 
pupa stage, and it lasts for about a 
week. Finally the skin of the pupal 
case splits and out crawls the adult. It 
may be a male or a female, but it is 
still called a ladybug. Its bright shiny 
coat comes with time, and each spe­ 
cies has its allotted number of spots. 
Andv sends a Student Globe to Va­ 
lerie Collins, l l of El Cajon, Calif., for 
her question: 


WHAT IS A RHINOCEROS HORN 
MADE OF? 
An immense, lumbering animal, the 
rhinoceros takes his name from two 
Greek words meaning “ nose-horned.” 
Depending on the species, the one or 
two slightly curving horns begin mak­ 
ing their appearance on the snout 
soon after birth. These horns, con­ 
sisting of a rigid pyramid of densely 
p a c k e d hair, continue to grow 
throughout the animal’s life. They are 
used for defense and uprooting shrubs 
and small trees. The horn of the black 
rhino, an African species, can grow as 
long as 3Vz feet. 
Although close to extinction, the 
rhinoceros is protected by law now 
and holding its own. There are five 
distinct kinds — three Asian species 
and two African. All are vegetarians 
— munching enormous quantities of 
grass, leafy twigs and shrubs. The ex­ 
tremely thick, almost hairless skin of 
the rhino hangs loosely in folds, re­ 
sembling a suit of armor. 
WHY DO BIRD S SIN G ? 
Besides being one of the prettiest, 
happiest sounds in nature, birdsong 
also is swearing, squabbling and a 
matter of survival.

Chicago mistakes give Atlanta 1st victory

The Chicago Bears were supposed 
to be playing their 1,000th game as a 
professional team at Soldier Field 
Sunday, but instead it looked like they 
were playing their first. 
Mistakes — and the Bears made 
plenty — handed the Atlanta Falcons a 
10-0 victory on a rainy, gray after­ 
noon. The loss dropped the Bears 
from the ranks of the undefeated and 
kept them from what would have been 
their best start since the champion­ 
ship season of 1963. 
The first three quarters were score­ 
less, 
although 
Falcon 
placekicker 
Nick Mike-Mayer had several op­ 
portunities to put his team ahea .. The 
little sidewinder missed three field- 


goal attempts from 38 yards and one 
from 49 before finding the range from 
45 yards out with just 1:55 left in the 
game. 
Mike-Mayer’s three-pointer, set up 
by teammate Rolland Lawrence’s in­ 
terception of Bob Avellini pass, was 
just insurance though. 
The Falcons had scored four min­ 
utes into the fourth quarter after tak­ 
ing advantage of one of the six Bear 
turnovers on the day. This one, a fum­ 
bled punt by Steve Schubert, gave the 
ball to Atlanta at the Bear 17. 
Three plays later, Haskel Stanback 
plowed into the end zone from the 
three-yard line and opportunistic At­ 
lanta had broken the defensive dead­ 
lock with all the points they were to 


need. 
Bear coach Jack Pardes refused to 
blame the poor weather conditions for 
the loss. 
“ We should play wrell in bad weath­ 
er,” said Pardee, whose team was 
beaten by an Atlanta outfit that had 
lost two in a row coming into the 
game. “ We usually play good ball- 
control football. 
“ But we made a couple of miskates 
and in a close game thats going to 
cost us,” Pardee added. “ Atlanta won 
the game because they didn’t make 
any mistakes and they didn’t make 
mistakes because they played low-risk 
football.” 
The Falcons totaled 270 yards on of­ 
fense, moving close enough for Mike- 


Mayer’s attempts but never getting 
closer. The Bears held Atlanta out of 
the end zon ein the first 
quarter, 
thanks largely to a Falcon holding 
penalty that nullified a touchdown run 
by Woody Thompson. 
Atlanta quarterback 
Steve Bart- 
kowski passed for 164 yards on 14-for- 
32. Avellini was IO for 22 with three 
interceptions and Walter Payton had 
86 yards in 23 carries. But team of­ 
fense was not a factor. 
The game’s only real factor was the 
fourth-quarter 
punt 
that 
Schubert 


muffed. With Johnny James back to 
punt near his own 35 and Schubert in 
single-return coverage, the Bears put 
on a 10-man rush. James got off a 
high kick and Schubert, a third-year 
man from Massachusetts, caught it 
and dropped it at the 20. 
Dewey McCleain recovered for At­ 
lanta at the Bear 17. 
“ James is one of the best punters 
in the N FL and he’s good at putting 
the ball out of bounds so we wanted to 
get some pressure on him by rushing 
IO men,” said Pardee later, explain­ 


ing why Schubert was all alone. 
“ I guess I just didn’t watch it into 
my hands,” said Schubert. “ Ordinar­ 
ily, I don’t like to fair-catch unless ifs 
an absolute necessity. I thought I had 
some running room, but I guess I 
started running before I had the ball 
and I was hit shortly after that. I 
probably wasn’t concentrating. 
“ I suppose it was a bad decision,”

A pair of NFL rookies 
react to life and losing

They are new to the National Foot­ 
ball League, Bruce Baschnagel of the 
Chicago Bears and Sonny Collins of 
the Atlanta Falcons. 
After the Falcons’ 19-0 win Sunday, 
their moods reflected not their person­ 
al accomplishments but the respective 
fates of their teams. 
Baschnagel, who played much of 
the game and provided the only mo­ 
ment of glitter in an otherwise dull 
and depressing Bear performance, 
was subdued. 
Collins, who carried the ball only 
once from scrimmage and returned 
the second half kickoff 21 yards, was 
gleeful and reveling is his first pro 
victory. 
“ I love it here in the N FL,” Collins 
said. “ When I was growing up in 
Madisonville (Ky.) I never thought I ’d 
be here.” 
Baschnagel said simply, “ I ’m learn­ 
ing. I ’m grateful for the chance to 
learn, that’s all.” 
If all the passes Baschnagel catches 
in his pro career are easier than his 
first, he could destroy the career re­ 
ception mark held by the man who 


wore Baschnagel’s number, 47, before 
his retirement, Johnny Morris. 
In the 
first quarter Baschnagel 
sprinted to the right and held onto 
Bob Avellini’s pass with a diving 
catch for a 39-yard gain. 
“ It was a hard catch to make,” 
Baschnagel agreed. “ I had to turn 
around and then since the field was so 
wet I figured it wouldn’t hurt to make 
a dive for it.” 
Baschnagel grimaced, a loser’s sub­ 
stitute for a smile. He is the product 
of a football background at Ohio State 
that teaches its players to dive for the 
ball even if it is thrown off the edge of 
the stadium. 
Collins is the most glamorous foot­ 
ball player to come out of the Univer­ 
sity of Kentucky, hardly a football 
factory. 
Described by a national magazine 
as “ Hollywood handsome,” Collins 
seems to have taken the comparison 
to heart. 
“ Once the season is over,” he said, 
“ I ’m gonna head back out to Califor­ 
nia. I had a screen test for ‘Drum’ 
with Ken Norton.” 
While in Hollywood, Collins decided 
to get his left ear pierced. 


“ A girl friend of mine gave me this 
diamond,” 
he 
explained 
casually. 
“ And since I didn’t have anything to 
do with it I decided to put it in my 
ear.” 
He pirouetted in front of a nearby 
mirror. “ It looks nice, don’t it? Kind 
of unique.” 
Baschnagel is unique in a different 
manner. Called by Ohio State coach 
Woody Hayes “ the most versatile ath­ 
lete on the team. I never met a finer 
person and I never coached a more 
willing athlete,” Baschnagel wants to 
attend law school. 
He also wants to see the Bears 
match the triumphs he experienced at 
Ohio State. 
“ I was realistic coming into the 
league,” he said. “ But, we’re still a 
winning team this year and I think we 
can be for quite a while.” 
Collins, who missed two weeks of 
training camp with an ankle injury, 
said, “ The N FL is so tough. 
“ I ’ve only been in a few times this 
year but I can see those middle line- 
b a c k e r s and outside linebackers 
watchin’ me. I ’ve got little ankles and 
thin legs, like a thoroughbred horse,

Political briefs 
New world body 
urged by Crane 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, has called for the formation 
of a new international association of nations be formed to promote 
and protect democratic principles. 
Crane called for the formation of the new group in a speech 
before the Tenth Meeting between members of Congress and the 
European Parliament, He was one of two U.S. congressmen to 
address the group. 
The congressman said the new association would be formed to 
protect and promote such principles as freedom of speech, press, 
association and religion; provide jury trials; hold free elections; 
guarantee the right to property; and ensure due process under the 
law. 
“The way it is working out, human rights are something for 
communist nations to advocate but never practice, while in the 
free nations they must be scrupulously practiced, but never advo­ 
cated,’’ Crane said. 
Bakalis* stand on press hit 


State Comptroller George Lindberg described his Democratic 
opponent's proposal for reviewing the news media as a suggestion 
“poisoning the lifeblood of the free press.” 
Lindberg’s opponent, Michael Bakalis, suggested review boards 
be established to monitor the conduct of both politicians and the 
news media. Bakalis recently backed down from another sugges­ 
tion to tighten the review of state records by the press. 
Lindberg stated Bakalis has been raising bogus issues not re­ 
lated to the operation of the comptroller’s office. He also criticized 
Bakalis for calling for the creation of several new boards to solve 
problems.
